1994  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  very  positive  and  active  year. 

The  ccnstiuction  of  the  new  town  garage  was  without  a  doubt 
the  largest  project  that  was  completed  this  year. 

The  fact  that   we  were  able  to  come  through  the  year 
without  increasing  taxes  was  another  source  of  satisfaction 
to  us. 

Another  plus  for  the  town  was  the  restoration  of  the 
Dalton/Gilman  Bridge  in  record  time,  after  it  had  to  be 
closed  for  safety  reasons.   The  speed  with  which  this  was 
accomplished  can  only  be  called  outstanding  and  can  be 
credited  to  the  strong  support  given  by  the  citizens  of 
Dal  ton  and  Gilman,  the  active  extra  push  given  by  the  local 
and  state  lepresentativcs,  and  the  terrific  job  done  by  the 
Now  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation. 

The  new  Dalton/Gilman  Bridge  will  begin  construction  in  the 
spring  of  1995  and  should  be  completed  in  1997.   This  will 
provide  a  safer  means  for  the  two  communities  to  continue 
to  work  together  and  help  each  other . 

The  closing  of  our  current  landfill  area  is  progressing 
very  well  and  has  been  kept  within  its  budget.  Dean 
Sweeney  (Selectman)  and  Bob  Wentworth  (Road  Agent)  have 
attended  a  work  session  that  will  enable  them  to  do  the 
state  required  monitoring  of  the  test  sites.  This  will 
allow  the  town  to  realize  a  substantial  dollar  savings. 

Progress  on  the  improvement  of  the  Rt .  14Z/135  underpass 
area  has  been  very  good.   The  state  has  produced  a  proposed 
solution  to  the  problem.   We  have  the  conceptual  drawings 
at  the  town  building  for  anyone  to  view  if  they  so  wish. 
On  Thursday,  January  12,  1995,  the  three  Selectmen  and  the 
new  police  chief,  John  Tholl,  drove  to  Concord  to  present 
information  to  the  Transportation  Committee  about  the 
problems  that  exist  at  the  underpass  area  and  on  the  French 
Road.   We  were  strongly  supported  by  testimony  supplied  by 
Sharon  Penney  (NCC) ,  and  former  District  Senator,  Carol 
Lamirande.   (These  people  drove  down  to  Concord  in  the 
worst  weathei  possible  in  oidei  to  help  us)   We  were  also 
supported  by  forceful  presentation  of  information  by 
Sonator  King  (District  1),  Harold  Burns  (Speaker  of  the 
House) ,  Leon  Kennison  (State  Assistant  Transportation 
Conunissioner )  and  Leighton  Pratt  (Representative  from 
Stark)  . 

Don  Mooney  and  Dean  Sweeney  attended  an  NCC  meeting  in 
Gorham,  NH  on  January  18,  1995,  at  which  they  were 
appointed  to  a  regional  transportation  committee  which 
determines  transportation  priorities  for  our  area.   These 
appointments  should  provide  us  with  an  opportunity  to 
present  our  point  of  view. 
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Again,  we  want  to  express  our  thanks  to  Sharon  Penney 
(NCC) ,  for  her  strong  support  of  our  cause  without  which  we 
would  not  have  come  this  far . 

It  is  iinportant  to  note  that  the  Dalton  911  committee, 
chaired  by  Tammy  York,  is  moving  along  very  well  and  will 
see  good  results  by  the  first  year. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  acknowledge  the  accomplishments  of  a 
number  of  Dalton  citizens: 

The  Garage  Construction  Corranittee,  composed  of  Charlie 
Packard,  Butch  Rexford,  Herb  Hennessey,  Rod  White,  and  Bob 
Wentworth,  without  whose  dedication  and  hard  work  a  project 
of  this  nature  would  not  have  been  possible. 

Bert  Johnson,  who  was  able  to  construct  the  town  garage  at 
a  price  that  no  other  contractor  was  able  to  match.   Bert 
did  the  impossible  and  should  be  extremely  proud  of  the 
valuable  assets  he  has  provided  for  the  town. 

The  Dalton  Road  Crew,  composed  of  Bob  Wentworth  (Road 
Agent) ,  Reggie  Rodger  and  Glenn  Wright  (equi{xnent 
operators) .  They  not  only  were  able  to  maintain  the  road 
system,  but  were  able  to  clean  up  and  landscape  the  area 
around  the  town  building  and  the  new  town  garage.   They 
also  ccxnpleted  most  of  the  ground  breaking  activities 
needed  for  the  new  town  garage  at  a  huge  savings  for 
the  to%wi.   A  special  acknowledgment  goes  to  Bob  Wentworth 
(Road  Agent)  for  being  able  to  manage  his  budget  so  well 
that  he  was  able  to  purchase  a  one -ton  vehicle  for  the  town 
without  overrunning  his  budget. 

John  York,  for  his  contribution  of  a  computer  program  to 
the  town  that  will  aid  us  in  making  our  office  more 
efficient.   This  program  would  have  cost  us  hundreds  of 
dollars  if  we  had  to  purchase  it. 

Sandy  York  and  Linda  Cloutier,  for  their  dedication  in 
seeing  that  the  office  ran  smoothly  and  that  all  bases  were 
covered.   Their  help  in  training  new  personnel  has  been 
greatly  appreciated. 

Butch  Rexford,  for  his  able  leadership  of  the  Dalton  Police 
Department  during  the  interim  between  police  chiefs.  We 
wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  Butch  for  the 
cooperation  and  professionalism  displayed  by  him  and  his 
department  during  this  difficult  time. 

Eldora  Shannon  was  appointed  Dog  Officer  by  the  Board  in 
1994.   She  has  done  an  excellent  job  her  first  year.   Two 
hundred  forty -one  dogs  were  registered  in  1994,  compared  to 
two  hundred  four  dogs  in  1993.   Fines  were  collected  this 
past  year  for  dogs  running  at  large,  owners  found  for  lost 
dogs  and  rabid  fox  cases  taken  care  of.   A  job  well  done! 
Eldora  can  be  reached  at  837-9234. 
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Many  thanks  to  Buster  Streeter  for  a  fine  job  as  Health 
Officer  for  the  past  four  years. 

At  this  point  it  should  be  noted  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  in  town  personnel. 

Our  long  time  Selectmen's  Assistant  and  good  friend, 
Charlie  Davisson,  decided  to  retire.   Charlie  will  be 
greatly  missed  for  his  ability  to  get  things  done  and  his 
wonderful  sense  of  humor.  Good  luck  and  best  wishes  to  you, 
Charlie,  from  all  of  us. 

Becky  McVetty  who  hag  worked  long  and  hard  over  these  many 
years  and  has  contributed  many  hours  helping  the  Selectmen 
compile  figures,  cover  budgets  and  generally  help  keep  the 
town  moving  in  the  right  direction,  has  decided  to  devote 
more  time  for  home  activities  auch  as  gardening  and  maple 
syrup  making.   Thank  you,  Becky,  for  all  your  help  over  the 
years.   You  certainly  deserve  the  time  off. 

The  duties  of  the  Selectmen's  Assistant  has  grown  to  such 
an  extent  that  we  decided  that  the  town  would  be  better 
served  by  making  this  a  full  time  position.   After 
interviewing  a  number  of  qualified  applicants,  Sarah  Lynch 
was  chosen  for  her  ability  to  work  well  with  people  and  her 
expertise  in  computer  usage.   Welcome  aboard,  Sarah.   We 
will  keep  you  busy  I 

After  many  years,  the  Dal  ton  Police  Department  has  a  new 
chief.   John  Tholl  has  replaced  Brad  Whitcomb  and  has  shown 
his  enthusiasm  for  the  job  by  updating  department  records, 
equipment,  and  procedures.   We  look  forward  to  seeing  many 
new  and  innovative  ideas  in  the  future.   Welcome  John,  we 
extend  our  best  wishes  and  our  fullest  cooperation  to  you. 

As  everyone  knows,  every  department  and  every  person  needs 
to  set  goals  for  themselves  in  order  to  focus  their  energy 
and  produce  results.   The  Selectmen  are  no  different.   Our 
goals  for  1995  are  as  follows:   To  ensure  that  the  911 
system  is  installed  and  working  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
work  for  the  earliest  possible  repair  of  the  French  Road 
and  related  bridge  by  the  state,  to  move  the  improvement  of 
the  Rt.  142/135  underpass  project  to  completion  as  soon  as 
possible,  to  have  the  town  revalued  as  soon  as  possible  in 
order  to  create  a  more  equitable  tax  situation  for  all,  to 
plan  and  build  a  new  town  transfer  station,  to  plan  and 
implement  the  improvements  of  the  town  building,  to 
continue  the  landscaping  of  areas  around  the  town  building, 
new  town  garage,  landfill  site,  and  new  transfer  station.

Special 
programs  were,  Stephanie  Highland  storyteller  frcxn  the 
Littleton  Public  Library;  and  a  Valentine  party.   A 
Halloween  Party  for  the  children  with  geunes,  stories,  and 
refreshments  were  enjoyed  by  all.   We  thank  the 
Grange  for  the  donation  towards  the  party.   A  special 
thanks  are  extended  to  parents  for  their  help  during  the 
party.  Thanksgiving  placemats  were  made  in  November  and  an 
Ornament  making  day  was  held  in  December  at  the  library. 
We  wish  to  thank  all  the  parents  for  bringing  their 
children  to  the  library  for  stories  and  activities. 

In  December  the  library  had  a  Siberian  Art  Display 
with  an  open  house  to  view  the  art  work  made  by  children. 
The  Israel  River  Arts  Council  was  responsible  for  including 
oior  library  as  one  of  the  stops  for  the  art  tour. 

The  Dalton  School  children  receive  weekly  programs  on 
library  skills  and  stories  from  the  public  library.

The  equipment  the  library  now  owns 
will  handle  the  program  until  all  of  the  collection  is 
entered.   At  that  time  a  larger  hard  drive  and  updated  DOS 
version  as  well  as  a  barcode  reader  will  be  needed  to  get 
the  system  running  properly.   The  Trustees  are  looking  into 
finding  funding  sources  to  purchase  these  things. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  is  a  group  of  volunteers 
who  actively  raise  money  to  purchase  items  needed  by  the 
library  not  available  through  town  appropriations.  This 
year  they  have  donated  the  money  needed  to  purchase 
Barcodes  for  the  automation  system.  As  in  the  past  they 
are  busy  with  fund-raising  for  the  library.  Anyone 
interested  in  joining  the  Friend's  group  can  stop  by  the 
library  for  details. 

Many  thanks  are  extended  to  the  parents  whom  helped 
with  all  of  this  years  progrsuns.   The  support  and 
encouragement  of  the  conmunity  has  been  outstanding.   We 
wish  to  thank  all  of  our  patrons  for  their  donated  books, 
magazines,  gifts  and  time  to  the  library.

As  your  Executive  Councilor  for  this  town  and  area,  it  is  a 
privilege  to  communicate  with  you  in  this  District  of  98 
towns  and  4  cities.   The  Executive  Council  is  five  in 
number  and  acts  much  like  a  board  of  directors  at  the  very 
top  of  your  executive  branch  of  your  state  government.  Our 
authority  extends  to  the  approval  of  contracts  with  out  of 
state  government  organizations,  municipalities, 
individuals,  and  businesses.   The  judges  in  the  judicial 
branch  of  your  government  all  receive  their  appointment  by 
nomination  by  the  Governor  and  confirmation  by  the 
Executive  Council. 

All  Community  Development  Block  Grants  receive  final 
approval  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  The  Governor  and 
Council  also  act  as  the  final  approval  on  all  Business  and 
Commissions  established  by  law  that  require  Governor  and 
Council  approval.  There  are  266  Commissioners  and 
Directors  of  the  various  departments  that  require 
nomination  by  the  Governor  and  confirmation  by  the  Council. 

As  we  look  forward  toward  1995,  citizens  and  local 
officials  will  be  asked  to  bring  forth  recommendations  for 
the  10  year  highway  plan  for  New  Hampshire.   Public 
hearings  must  be  held  in  each  of  the  five  council 
districts.   I  plan  to  hold  at  least  five  in  this  large 
northern  district  and  will  be  asking  the  regional  planning 
commissions  to  assist  in  this  process. 

Other  items  to  be  on  the  look  out  for  would  be  getting 
applications  for  the  some  three  million  dollars  worth  of 
transportation  enhancement  projects.   Much  of  this  money  is 
already  obligated  ahead.   Your  local  regional  planning 
commission  can  be  of  help  in  this  area.   We  in  this 
district  should  be  most  aggressive  in  applying  for  some  of 
the  8  million  dollars  of  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
money  through  the  Office  of  State  Planning  (tel.  271-2155) 
and  your  local  tourist  promotion  or  chamber  of  commerce 
should  be  dreaming  of  ways  to  apply  for  the  some 
$600,000.00  in  matching  grant  money  for  area  promotion 
(tel.  271-2411  for  more  information). 

Citizens,  local  officials  and  local  businesses  should  also 
be  aware  of  the  vast  number  of  people  in  your  state 
government  who  are  available  and  willing  to  provide 
technical  assistance  and  information  for  local  and  regional 
concerns  simply  by  calling  or  writing  my  office. 

New  Hounpshire,  State  Government  small  enough  and  efficient 
to  provide  friendly,  courteous  and  timely  service  to  those 
who  seek  information,  assistance  and  relief  if  such  is  a 
part  of  New  Hampshire  State  law  and  budget.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 
1994  REPORT 

The  year  1994  has  been  a  record  project  year  for  the 
Council.   In  1994,  we  received  approval  for  the  $3  million 
of  EDA  Title  I  construction  assistance  for  member  towns  and 
submitted  a  proposal  for  another  $1.5  million  for  a  project 
in  1995.   The  $4.5  million  resulting  from  these  projects 
will  go  a  very  long  way  toward  development  of  jobs  in  three 
of  the  region's  growth  centers.   We  are  working  diligently 
to  see  another  $5  million  investment  in  three  other  growth 
centers  and  development  target  areas  over  the  next  three 
years  from  EDA. 

The  Council's  Transportation  Planning  program  continues  to 
grow  in  stature  and  accomplishments.   In  addition  to 
completing  a  regional  bike -pedestrian  plan  this  year,  we 
coordinated  a  regional  transportation  enhancement  program 
which  resulted  in  $2  million  worth  of  innovative 
transportation  projects  being  funded  in  the  North  Country. 
We  also  provided  major  road  and  bridge  technical  assistance 
to  eight  towns  in  cooperation  with  NH  DOT.  Two  additional 
towns  received  help  with  Road  Surface  Management  Systems, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  towns  in  the  region  with  NCC 
RSMS  programs  to  ten.  This  coming  year  will  be  busier  than 
last  with  the  assembly  of  our  Regional  Transportation 
Improvement  Plan,  Scenic  Byways,  Initiative,  Route  16 
Corridor  Study,  Statewide  Transportation  Modeling  Study  and 
numerous  local  road  and  bridge  projects. 

In  1994  the  Council  hosted  the  second  Annual  Ingenuity  Fair 
at  Bretton  Woods.   The  Fair  showcased  the  products  of  100 
North  Country  manufacturers  and  was  attended  by  10,000 
people.   Our  third  Annual  Business  Conditions  Survey  was 
mailed  to  3,000  businesses  across  the  region.   The  results 
of  the  survey  provided  valuable  insight  into  workers  comp, 
credit  availability,  and  general  business  conditions  in  the 
North  Country.   The  fourth  survey  is  being  compiled  at  the 
time  of  this  report. 

The  Council  has  also  been  involved  in  the  design  and 
development  of  three  recreation  facilities  across  the 
region  and  has  provided  engineering  assistance  for  landfill 
closures,  environmental  site  assessments,  large  septic 
projects,  road  drainage  and  realignment  projects  and  water 
system  installations  in  12  different  tov\ms. 

With  funding  from  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the 
Council  was  able  to  digitize  hydric  soils  and  high  altitude 
satellite  image  maps  of  wetlands  for  all  51  towns  in  the 
region.  The  maps  were  distributed  gratis  to  all  towns  in 
the  region.   The  Council  provided  floodplain  management  and 
flood  insurance  technical  assistance  to  7  towns  this  year 
and  provided  over  600  hours  of  local  planning  technical 
assistance  to  two  municipalities. 
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Two  multi-ccMranunity  programs  were  started,  one  involving 
four  communities,  to  begin  a  dialogue  of  use  of  the  Moore 
Reservoir  and  the  Connecticut  River,  and  the  other 
involving  twelve  towns  to  look  at  cooperative  econcxnic 
development  in  the  central  part  of  the  region.  Community 
Developuent  Block  Grants  were  written  for  five  towns  and 
all  the  grants  were  funded. 

The  Council  has  acconplished  all  these  projects  (and  many 
more  that  cannot  be  listed  here  due  to  space  limitations) , 
with  a  very  small  staff.   We  are  ccMranitted  to  staying  as 
lean  as  possible.   Staff  people  on  board  that  are  availeU^le 
for  regional  activities  are:   Preston  Gilbert,  Executive 
Director;  Cathy  Conway,  Engineering  Coordinator;  Claire 
Douglass,  Planning  Coordinator;  James  Steele,  GIS 
Coordinator;  Sharon  Penney,  Transportation  Planner;  Liz 
Ward,  Small  Business  Development  Coordinator;  Berta  Clark, 
Secretary;  and  Marghie  Seymour,  Solid  Waste  Consul tcmt. 

The  Council  is  your  organization.   We  are  membership  based, 
and  we  exist  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  the  region.   On 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  I  want  to  thank  you  for 
your  involvement  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALTON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  1994 

This  year  has  been  active  for  the  department.  The 
department  responded  to  18  calls  within  the  town,  three 
were  severe  fires.  The  department  also  responded  to  nine 
mutual  aid  calls,  one  of  which  was  severe. 
Changes  in  the  officer  line-up  were  made  to  better  handle 
larger  incidents.   Robert  Wentworth  and  Aaron  Packard  were 
appointed  Lieutenants.   Thomas  McVetty  was  appointed  as  a 
second  Captain  with  Alan  Bean,  and  Charles  Packard  remains 
in  the  position  of  Asst.  Chief. 

Twenty  new  pagers  were  purchased  for  the  firefighters.   Ten 
were  donated  by  the  Fireman's  Auxiliary,  five  from  the 
firemen  themselves  and  the  remaining  five  from  town  funds. 
The  Department  also  wishes  to  thank  the  Auxiliary  for  the 
purchase  of  two  gate  valves  for  our  engine,  an  improvement 
that  has  been  long  desired. 

Attendance  at  our  training  sessions  increased  again  this 
year.  The  Oilman  and  Dalton  Departments  shared  many 
sessions  in  spite  of  the  bridge  closure  during  the  summer 
months.  Two  special  training  sessions  were  also  held  with 
the  Whitefield  Fire  Dept .  These  sessions  have  better 
enabled  us  to  work  together  more  effectively  in  mutual  aid 
incidents. 

Our  goals  for  1995  include  station  improvements,  continued 
upgrading  of  personal  gear  and  a  more  specialized  training 
program. 

We  look  forward  to  reaching  these  goals  in  1995.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

In  the  calendar  year  1994,  our  three  (3)  leading  causes  of 
fires  were  No  Permit,  Children  and  Rekindles  of  fires  where 
the  fire  was  not  properly  extinguished. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  11,  the  fire  permit  law,  and  the 
other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a 
year  in  jail.   Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State 
Forest  Fire  Officials,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire 
Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required.   This  also 
helps  to  prevent  unnecessary  response  to  a  controlled  burn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALTON  PEANNING  BOARD 

The  Dal  ton  Planning  Board  has  seen  an  inciease  of  activity 
in  the  area  of  subdivisions  this  past  year.   The  Board 
approved  of  six  subdivisions  with  a  total  of  22.355  acres. 
One  of  the  boundary  line  adjustments  was  subsequently 
revoked  which  included  2.38  acres.   The  Board  approved  two 
gravel  pit  applications  under  the  grandfathered  clause. 
And  we  also  approved  of  one  new  gravel  pit  application. 

In  January,  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  presented  North 
Country  Council  with  a  5  color -coded  wetlands  map  of  the 
Town  of  Dal  ton  which  had  been  compiled  by  a  satellite. 
They,  NCC,  in  turn,  met  with  the  Board  to  present  and 
explain  how  the  map  could  be  used  for  our  purpose. 

In  February,  a  special  hearing  was  held  on  an  amendment  to 
be  added  to  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  entitled, 
"Special  Flood  Hazard  Area".   The  amendment  was  approved  at 
Town  Meeting  and  by  doing  so,  it  has  kept  the  Town  of 
Dal  ton  up  to  date  on  the  NFIP. 

In  the  month  of  October,  the  Board  received  three  letters 
of  resignations  from  Board  members.   Donald  and  Sandra 
Sharp,  who  are  regular  members,  resigned.   Jackie  McKay,  an 
alternate  member,  resigned  from  the  Board.   Personal 
reasons  were  given  by  all  three  members  for  their  members 
for  their  resignations. 

A  request,  was  made  by  Jackie  McKay  before  her  resignation 
to  investigate  the  legality  of  a  seven  member  Board.   An 
investigation  of  this  matter  was  conducted  by  myself.   I 
researched  all  the  records  of  the  Planning  Board  since  its 
formation  and  all  Town  Meeting  records  from  that  time 
forward.   The  results  of  this  research  found  that  only  a 
five  member  board  v/as  approved  by  a  Town  Meeting  in  the 
1960 's.   Sometime  later  on,  the  Board  was  expanded  to  seven 
members,  but  without  a  Town  Meeting  approval.   Presently, 
the  Board  has  five  regular  members  and   no  alternates.   The 
Board  from  now  on  will  only  have  five  members  to  comply 
with  the  Town  Meeting  action  taken  in  the  1960 's. 
Although,  we  encourage  anyone  interested  in  becoming  an 
alternate  member  to  contact  the  Board.   The  Board  meets  at 
7:30  PM  the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  fellow  Board  members  and 
other  Town  Boards  for  their  cooperation  in  our  process  of 
doing  our  assigned  duties  as  a  Planning  Board.   It  has  been 
another  productive  and  learning  year  for  all  of  us.   And  we 
look  forward  to  another  productive  year  to  come.
